Report   No.    I — Board  of  Education. 

In  reference  to  a  resolution  of  this  Conference  of  Oct.  14th  direct- 
ing this  Board  to  present  a  plan  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debts  of 
Emory  and  Henry  college,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port : 

I.  After  hearing  the  statement  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  to 
the  indebtedness  of  the  college  and  its  resources,  we  heartily  agree 
with  the  statement  that  an  appeal  to  the  friends  of  the  college, 
through  proper  agencies,  is  the  only  available  recourse  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt,  and  that  we  pledge  our  hearty  co-operation  with 
the  Board  and  its  agents  in  securing  this  end. 

II.  We  do  not  deem  the  appointment  of  a  special  agent  desirable, 
and  suggest  that  the  general  management  of  the  work  be  committed 
to  the  president  of  the  college,  assisted  by  Prof.  Waterhouse. 

III.  This  action  is  based  on  the  pledge  of  the  trustees  that  here- 
after the  colleee  shall  be  so  run  that  its  expenses  shall  not  exceed  its 
income,  and  that  at  the  earliest  possible  day  the  charter  shall  be  so 
modified  as  to  remove  the  possibility  of  the  contraction  of  debt  in  the 
future 

IV.  We  leave  the  details  of  the  plan  for  raising  the  money  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  agents  that  the  Board  may  designate. 

Report  No.   2. — Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  state  of  the  Conference  schools  : 

It  is  evident  from  the  reports  of  the  various  schools  under  our 
direction  the  cause  of  higher  education  amongst  us  is  steadily  ad- 
vancing This  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  there  has  been  in  the 
aggregate  no  appreciable  falling  off  of  patronage  during  the  past  year, 
notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  money  and  the  extraordinary  de- 
pression in  all  lines  of  trade.  While  this  statement  of  advance  is  true 
of  our  educational  work  in  general — as  comprehending  both  male  and 
female  pupils — it  is  not  true  in  regerd  to  males.  The  number  of 
boys  and  young  men  in  our  schools,  not  only  does  not  correspond 
with  the  great  and  more  increasing  demand  for  thoroughly  educated 
men,  but  it  is  not  even  so  large  as  it  was  in  past  years  when  compared 
witli  the  population  and   resources  of  that  daw      When  we   regard,    in 
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this  connection,  the  truth  written  a  few  months  ago  by  our  presiding 
Bishop,  that  the  church  which  fails  to  educate  might  as  well  quit  the 
field,  we  feel  impelled  to  greater  effort  on  this  line,  both  from  the 
general  importance  of  the  work  and  from  denominational  interest. 

This  discrepency  in  the  relative  number  of  male  and  female 
pupils  is  largely  due,  we  believe,  to  the  fact  that  competing  schools 
outside  the  folds  of  Methodism,  are  seeking  chiefly  the  boys  and 
young  men  and  that  they  are  doing  this  with  success.  Chief  among 
these  are  those  schools  receiving  moneys  from  the  State  which  their 
boards  of  management  are  applying  to  the  lessening  of  costs  to  men 
of  means  instead  of  to  the  enlargement  of  facilities.  We  deem  this 
an  unwise  application  of  the  pupil's  money  in  as  much  as  the  direct 
effort  is  to  cripple  all  denominational  and  private  schools,  upon  which, 
in  the  main,  the  vState  must  depend  for  its  educated  men.

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  female  schools,  Martha 
Washington,  Sullins  and  Centenary  have  made  better  openings  this 
fall  than  ever  before  in  their  history.  Martha  Washington  and  Cen- 
tenary have  each  more  than  one  hundred  boarding  pupils  and  Sullins 
between  sixty  and  seventy.  All  three  schools  are  thus  filled  to  their 
utmost  capacity.      All  the  other  schools  have  opened  well. 

We  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  all  the  teachers  in  these 
Conference  schools  are  persons  who  are  not  only  sound  in  the  faith  but 
of  solid  and  aggressive  piety,  whose  chief  aim  is  to  bring  their  pupils, 
by  their  various  paths,  to  the  feet  of  the  Divine  Teacher.  The  spirit- 
ual influence  and  results  were  nowhere  greater  last  year  than  in  this 
most  important  field  of  our  work.  We  are  gratified  in  the  belief  that 
all  those  in  charge  of  these  schools  are  seeking  to  make  them  foun- 
tains, seasoned  of  grace,  the  streams  of  which  shall  bear  healing 
whither  they  flow  and  everywhere  make  glad  the  earthly  city  of  God.

The  Joint  Board  estimates  $4,500  as  necessary  for  Conference 
claimants,  and  that  amount  with  $1,318  for  bishops,  $500  General 
Conference  expense  fund,  $500  for  Payne  and  Lane  Institute,  and 
$300  for  printing  the  minutes  are  apportioned  as  follows  :  See  table 
of  assessments. 

The  Joint  Board  of  Finance  beg  leave  to- call  attention  to  a  few 
facts  shown  in  our  statistical  report  herewith  presented  : 

The  total  reports  of  pastors  and  money  paid  us  do  not  agree  with 
the  reports  as  made  to  the  statistical  secretary. 

The  reports  further  show  that,  while  there  is  an  increase  this 
year  over  last  of  $213.84  in  the  pay  of  presiding  elders  and  $4,103.29 
in  pay  of  pastors,  there  is  a  decrease  of  $48.44  in  the  collection  for 
bishops,  and  $34.30  for  Conference  claimants. 

Do  the  stewards,  in  the  several  charges,  take  better  care  of  their 
pastors  than  the  pastors  do  of  their  bishops  and  wornout  preachers  ? 

We  find  that  it  is  very  hard  to  give  entire  satisfaction  in  the  ap- 
portionment of  the  Conference  claimants'  fund.  There  are  some 
reasons  for  this  that  might  and  ought  to  be  remedied  :  one  is  the  very 
meagre  and  unintelligent  information  given  us  of  the  claimants  ;  an- 
other is  the  trouble  of  getting  the  members  of  the  board  to  meet  with 
us — this  year  having  only  five  clerical  and  four  lay  members  of  the 
board  present  at  any  time  ;  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  seven  of  our 
clerical  members  were  on  other  important  boards,  and  the  lay  mem- 
bers, if  not  re-elected  as  delegates  to  the  Conference,  do  not  feel  it  is 
their  duty  to  attend. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  reception  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
Conference  claimants  from  Rev.  J.  S  Burnett,  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  (formerly  of  this  Conference),  as  a  slight  token 
of  his  Christian  love  and  affection  for  his  former  friends  and'  co- 
laborers. 

We  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

1st.   That    the  Joint    Broad   appointed  at  this  session   meet    immediately 
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and  organize  and  appoint  one  or  more  of  their  number  as  a  committee  to 
gather,  during  the  year,  all  the  information  possible  of  the  several  claim- 
ants, and  to  keep  the  importance  of  this  collection  before  the  people. 

2nd.  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  take  the  collection  for  Conference 
claimants  early  in  the  year  and  give  it  the  prominence  its  importance  de- 
mands.

Nowhere  is  there  a  decrease  in  the  high  tone  of 
the  church's  publications  Their  honorable  character  in  the  past  is 
fully  maintained. 

The  Quarterly  Review,  the  Advocate  and  the  Holston  Methodist, 
prominent  among  the  publications  in  which  we  are  specially  interest- 
ed, have  received  careful  consideration. 

The  great  excellence  of  tone  and  character  of  the  Quarterly  Re- 
view is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  the  church.      The  strength   and, 
perspicuity  of  its  articles  merit   for  it  unstinted  praise  and  render  it 
indispensible  to  the  highest  order  of  work  among   our  preachers  and 
intelligent  laymen. 

We  rejoice  in  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Advocate  and  com- 
mend it  for  its  vigorous,  yet  Christ-like,  defense  of  the  doctrines, 
polity  and  untarnished  fame  of  Southern  Methodism,  and  congratulate 
it  on  its  honorable  position  among  religious  periodicals. 

Our  Sunday  School  literature  is  good.  We  mean  no  invidious 
distinction  when  we  claim  for  it  equal  excellence  to  any  literature 
of  that  character.  So  nearly  as  possible  it  meets  the  needs  of  the 
church.  As  a  church  we  can  ill-afford  to  have  it  supplanted  in  any 
place,  and  we  urge  its  continuance  in  all  our  schools.

From  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  committee  it  appears  that  the 
Holston  Methodist  has  an  increased  circulation  of  one-sixth  under 
the  present  management.  We  are  assured  by  the  managers  that  it  is 
their  desire    to    conform   to   the  wishes  of  the  Conference  :   also   that 
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with  the  unceasing  co-operation   of  both  preachers    and    laymen,    it 
will,  within  two  years  be  free  from  all  encumbrances  and   thoroughly  * 
competent  to  meet  the  reasonable    demands  upon  a  Conference  organ. 
Upon  these  assurances  we  pledge  to  it  our  fervent  sympathy  and  cor- 
dial support. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  we  offer  the  following  : 
Resolved,  That  we  will  give  greater  effort  than  ever  to  the  increased  cir- 
culation of  our  Church   papers  and  periodicals   and-  Sunday  School   litera- 
ture and  the  standard  publications  of  our  Church.

After  days  of  painstaking  and  critical  examiation  of  the  work 
done  for  the  past  year  in  our  various  Conference  mission  fields  and 
of  their  present  status  and  outlook  for  the  future,  the  board  is  pledged 
to  report  that  upon  the  whole  our  missionaries  have  done  faithful  and 
in  many  cases  very  successful  work.  The  prospects  on  some  of  our 
missions  are  not  very  encouraging,  however. 

A  few  of  them  have  been  transferred  from  the  roll  of  missions  and 
have  become  self  sustaining. 

A  large  degree  of  self  denial  and  privation  has  characterized  the 
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rexperience  of  many  of  our  brethren.  They  have  borne  it  manfully 
and  without  repining,  and  deserve  our  sympathy  and  prayers  and 
love 

A  few  new  missions  have  been  established,  as  will  appear  in  the 
revised  and  approved  list. 

The  board  would  urge  again  upon  all  our  pastors  the  great  im- 
portance of  taking  their  collection  for  Foreign  and  Home  Missions 
early  in  the  Conference  year,  and  remitting  the  same  to  our  treasurer, 
Rev.  Iv.  L.  H.  Carlock,  Athens,  Tenn.  Otherwise  our  missionaries 
must  suffer  painful  embarrassment  in  their  work. 

A  word  to  our  missionaries  :  You  are  each  and  all  expected  and 
required,  by  order  of  the  board  in  harmony  with  the  Discipline,  to 
make  full  and  accurate  reports  of  your  work  quarterly,  and  promptly- 
forward  the  same  to  our  secretary,  Rev.  Jas.  I.  Cash,  and  a  duplicate 
copy  to  our  treasurer. 

The  board  takes  great  pleasure  in  inviting  the  attention  of  the 
Conference  to  the  valuable  .work  being  done  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Conference.  The  very  excellent  report  of 
their  treasurer,  Mrs.  N.  A.  Woodward,  shows  that  the  adult  and  ju- 
venile societies  have  raised  this  year  $3,150.58,  and  only  $875.64  less 
than  we  have  raised  for  Home  Missions.  God  bless  these  Christian 
women  in  their  work. 

The  board  laments  its  inability  to  do  better  and  greater  things 
for  our  mission  fields.  We  know  that  some  of  them  deserve  it.  But 
the  board  cannot  do  impossibilities — give  what  it  has  not  to  give. 

But  we  hope  for  better  things  in  the  future.

The  board  of  church  extension  has  faithfully  carried  out  its  pur- 
poses during  the  year  just  closing,  in  circulating  literature,  editorial 
work  and  sending  speakers  to  each  of  the  District  Conferences.  This 
work  has  evidently  borne  fruit,  for  notwithstanding  the  financial  pres- 
sure, we  have  collected  a  little  in  excess  of  last- year. 

The  board  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  every  year 
there  is  an  increased  demand  upon  it  for  help.  This  year  it  was 
asked  to  help  needy  churches  to  the  amount  of  82,310  from  the  Con- 
ference board  and  $800  from  the  Parent  board,  aggregating  §3,310. 
This  in  the  face  of  the  Holston  Conference  only  collected  a  little 
more  than  half  that  amount,  and  that  fifty  per  cent,  of  this  amount 
goes  to  the  Parent  board  ought  to  stir  us  to  greater  activity  in  this 
department  of  church  work.

Church    Property. 

Your  committee  on  church  property  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  reports  from  the  several  charges  show  that  in  the  territory 
now  embraced  in  the  Holston  Conference  there  are  523  churches  val- 
ued at  $793,775;  91  parsonages  valued  at  ^124,400;  other  church 
property,  colleges,  etc.,  $300,360. 

It  appears  that  during  the  year  $61,439.18  have  been  expended 
on  churches  and  parsonages;  expended  during  the  year,  on  other 
church  property,  $67,899.48. 

The  reports  from  the  various  elmrges  in  the  aggregate  show  one 
remarkable  fact,  that  while  there  have  been  built  22  new  churches 
and  built  or  bought  6  new  parsonages  ;  that  the  estimate  placed  upon 
the  523  churches  this  year  is  $81,120,  less  than  the  value  of  001 
churches  reported  last  year. 

Also  that  while  we  have  6  more  parsonages  this  year  there  is  a 
decrease  in  valuation  on  same  $5,720.     . 

We  can  account  for  this  great  deficit  only  in  two  ways,  first,  care- 
lessness or  irregularity  upon  the  part  of  trustees  and  preachers  or  a 
gradual  climbing  down  from  the  boom  of  two  years  ago. 

We  would  insist  upon  reference  to  former  reports  of  trustees  in 
valuation  of  property  so  as  to  arrive  at  something  like  a  fair  and  uni- 
form valuation.

Spiritual   State  of  the  Church. 

Your  committee  on  the  spiritual  state  of  the  church  submit  the 
following  report  : 

In  nearly  all  the  charges  there  have  been  revivals  of  religion. 
This  has  been  a  very  fruitful  year.  About  8,000  professed  faith  in 
Christ,  many  of  whom  joined  our  church. 

Notwithstanding  financial  depression  and  political  excitement 
this  has  been  one  of  our  best  years.  -  Perhaps  the  gospel  has  never 
been  more  faithfully  preached  in  our  bounds  by  a  more  cultured, 
censecrated  ministry.  Never  was  our  membership  more  alive  to  the 
interests  of  Christ's  kingdom,   both  at  home  and  abroad. 
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We  rejoice  at  the  manifestations  of  life  as  seen  in  our  Zion.  As 
the  functions  of  the  body  and  mind  indicate  natural  life,  so  those  of 
the  church  indicate  spiritual  life.  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know 
them."  • 

Class  meetings  have  not  been  wholly  given  up.  Where  they 
have  been  held  religious  life  has  been  greatl}r  fostered.  We  note, 
with  pleasure,  the  great  good  accomplished  by  the  Epworth  League. 
It  meets  a  long-felt  want  in  the  church.  It  is  of  incalculable  benefit 
to  young  people.  In  its  training  they  are  being  prepared  for  all  kinds 
of  church  work.  We  heartily  commend  to  the  people  this  child  of 
Providence.  It  is  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  every  pastor.  By 
thus  holding  and  urging  our  young  people  we  secure  more  reserve 
force  and  a  more  healthy,   working  church 

Church  and  parsonage  building  is  an  evidence  of  progress.  The 
waste  places  are  being  built  up.  "Homes  for  our  preachers  and 
houses  for  worship"  is  the  watchword  of  a  vital  church.  Our  mis- 
sionaries are  extending  the  borders  of  our  Zion  b}7  carrying  the  gospel 
to  the  poor  and  neglected. 

The  increase  1  circulation  of  our  periodicals  is  worth}'  of  note. 
The  young  life  is  feed  on  better  things  than  secular  literature. 

While  family  worship  is  not  wholly  neglected,  we  believe  that 
most  of  the  heads  of  families  neglect  this  means  of  grace 

We  rejoice  that  practical  preaching  and  faithful  pruning  have,  in 
many  instances,  been  done.  Social  sins  and  worldiiness  are  an  ax 
lying  at  the  root  of  vital  piety.

The  total  number  of  Sunday  school  scholars  reported  for  last  year 
by  the  Annual  is  in  error,  showing  3,504  less  than  the  real  number  on 
the  statistical  secretary's  papers.  The  error  was  made  by  one  of  Bro. 
Kahle's  assistants. 

Preachers'  reports  claim  $240.93  raised  on  Children's  Day, where- 
as the  treasurer  has  been  paid  but  $195.16 — a  difference  of  $55.79.  It 
seems  that  some  of  the  brethren  have  applied  their  own  Childrens' 
Day  collection,  through  a  misunderstanding.  Of  course  the  treasurer 
can  take  into  account  only  that  which  passes  through  his  own  hands. 

The  above  statistics  show  a  decided  increase  of  interest  in  the 
Sunday  school  work  within  Holston  territory.  Through  the  stimulus 
of  the  "fund",  brought  with  heroic  pertinacity  to  the  attention  of  our 
preachers,  quite  a  number  of  new  schools  have  been  organized  in 
communities  hitherto  unoccupied.  These  schools,  in  most  cases,  are 
doing  good  work  One  brother  reports  a  revival  growing  directly  out 
of  such  organization  and  resulting  in  about  thirty  conversions.  More- 
ever,  the  school  became  self-supporting  after  the  first  three  months. 
This  is  the  sort  of  work  we  are  anxious  to  do  in  every  case.  With 
genuine  pleasure  we  note  the  fact  that  our  eyes  are  opening  at*  last  to 
the  realization  that  our  church  purposes  entering  and  occupying  the 
waste  places  of  her  domain.  x\nd  almost  invariable  a  Sunday  school 
is  a  church  in  embryo. 

The  surplus  has  been  and  is  being  used  to  good  advantage.  This 
board  holds  out  the  helping  hand  to  all  destitute  communities  within 
Holston  border.  To  be  sure  we  are  not  anxious  to  scatter  silver  just 
to  hear  it  jingle,  and  to  report  it  gone.  But  relying  upon  the  good 
judgment  of  our  preachers,  who  know  where  help  is  really  needed, 
we  offer  the  "fund"  as  seed-corn  for  the  bringing  forth  of  bread  to 
feed  multitudes. 

Childrens'  Day  ought  to  be  observed  by  every  Sunday  school  in 
the  Conference,  not  merely  for  the  collection  to  be  taken,  but  for  the 
educational  influence  which  it  insures.  Many  of  the  charges  have 
ignored  it  during  the  year.  We  beg  to  remind  them,  at  the  risk  of 
being  trite  or  pert,  that  the  Day  was  instituted  by  our  General  Con- 
ference. 

It  appears  from  some  of  the  reports  that  there  are  some  schools 
in  our  Conference  that  are  be'ing  run  without  any  literature  at  all. 
One  circuit  having  four  Sunday  schools  reports,  for  literature  during 
the  entire  year,  the  collossal  expenditure  of  five  dollars  !  And  the 
charge  made  no  application  for  help  from  this  board. 
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Many  of  the  country  schools  rarely,  if  ever,  take  a  collection. 
We  view  with  alarm  this  un-Methodistic  and  heretical  custom.  Let 
the  preachers  see  to  it  that  the  basket  be  passed  every  Sunday,  if  only 
one  penny  be  contributed.  The  exercise  will  be,  in  time,  wholesome, 
remunerative,  and  in  harmony  with  the  fitness  of  things. 

The  board  very  respectfully  asks  the  Presiding  Elders  to  give  the 
Sunday  school  cause  at  least  one   session  of  each  District  Conference. 

We  deprecate  the  fact  that  the  preachers'  reports  furnish  no  in- 
formation concerning  the  number  of  Sunday  school  scholars  converted 
during  the  year  or  received  into  the  church.  The  printed  blanks  are 
to  blame.  We  would  like  to  see  this  defect  remedied.  The  blanks 
are  also  silent  as  to  the  organization  of  new  schools.  As  Sunday 
schools,  like  men,  sometimes  die,  we  can  only  guess  how  many  have 
been  born. 

These  same  blanks  (which,  by  the  way,  the  board  believes  need 
a  general  overhauling)  have  nothing  to  say  concerning  the  organiza- 
tion or  work  of  Bp worth  Leagues.  The  League  is  certainly  one  of 
the  most  important  movements  in  our  Church  in  the  past  decade,  and 
the  fact  that  it  is  being  taken  hold  of  so  slowly  in  many  places  is  not 
at  all  creditable  to  us  as  Methodists,  nor  in  keeping  with  the  spirit 
which  brought  it  into  existence.  The  training  of  our  young  people 
in  religious  work  is  not  only  important  but  a  vital  necessity.  It  is 
the  sense  of  this  board  that  no  preacher  can  fully  discharge  his  duty 
until  he  has  done  his  best  to  organize  his  young  people  into  an  Ep- 
worth  League  and  reported  same  to  this  Conference. 

The  board  decided  to  make  grants  of  literature  hereafter  for  three 
months  at  a  time.  It  will  be  necessary  for  those  desiring  help  from 
the  fund  to  make  application  on  blanks  which  will  be  furnished  at 
request.

It  enervates  and  destroys  his  constitution,  physically, 
intellectual  and  moral — is  the  greatest  obstacle  to  the  spread  of  our 
Christianity  and  our  civil zation,  and  encourages  every  species  of  vice 
and  uncleanness  It  is  directly  responsible  for  a  large  per  cent,  of  the 
degredation  and  suffering  of  the  race,  and  invades  the  high  places  of 
society  with  the  corrupting  influence  of  its  vile  touch.  It  continues 
to  be  a  menace  to  our  free  institutions,  and  invades  even  the  sacred 
precincts  of  the  church. 
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The  open  saloon  is  a  public  disgrace,  and  any  encouragement  of 
:he  accursed  traffic,  either  by  individual  or  the  state,  is  a  grevious 
In. 

f\  The  Church  is  the  conserver  of  moral  forces  and  promoter  of 
poral  reforms.  The  world  expects  her  to  stand  to  the  front  and  be 
bund  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight  in  every  battle  for  moral  principle, 
md  the  voice  of  her  Master  is  constant^  calling  her  to  heroic  action 
or  the  religious  and  moral  reformation  of  the  world.  The  gospel  of 
esus  Christ,  which  is  might}'  through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of 
he  strongholds  of  Satan,  makes  no  compromise  with  sin,  either  pub- 
ic or  private,  whether  in  high  places  or  low  places.  No  minister  or 
riember  of  the  church  can  be  true  to  his  religious  vows  or  meet  the 
ublime  requirements  of  his  calling  without  fighting  with  the  courage 
f  faith  and  strong  conviction  this  inveterate  foe  of  our  race. 

We  rejoice  to  believe  that  the  ministry  and  membership  of  our 
eloved  Church  are  unanimous  in  their  opposition  to  strong  drink, 
nd  their  anxiety  for  the  speedy  removal  of  its  blighting  curse  from 
fteiety.  There  is,  however,  as  is  natural  in  such  cases,  some  differ- 
nce  of  opinion  as  to  the  prop'er  method  of  prosecuting  this  reform. 
Ahere  is  need  of  charity  toward  each  other  in  considering  these  dif- 
^rences.  Any  division  among  the  friends  of  temperance  will  weaken 
ur  cause  and  strengthen  our  foes.  A  bitter  discussion  of  differences 
f  opinion  as  to  methods  would  be  a  great  calamity,  preventing  the 
onsummation  which  we  all  devoutly  seek.  Indeed,  any  discussion 
f  these  differences  would  be  liable  to  misconstruction  by  outsiders, 
nd  to  make  the  false  impression  that  there  is  really  a  difference  of 
pinion  among  us  as  to  the  propriet}'  and  duty  of  fighting  to  the 
ath  the  monster,  intemperance,  therefore 

Resolved  1st,  That  we  re-affirm   our    undying  opposition  to  the  manufac- 
re,  sale  and  use  of  strong   drink    as   a    beverage,   and  to  all  other  forms  of 
mperance. 

Znd.  That  as  members  of  society,  ministers  and  members  of  the  church 
Ihrist  and  citizens  of  the  country,  we  will  faithfully  work,  according  to 
le  means  and  methods  proper  in  these  various  relations,  for  the  preven- 
<>u  of  the  manufacture  and  use  of  strong  drink,  and  the  cure  of  the  un- 
terable  evils. of  in  temperance.     Respectfully  submitted.

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(iE0RC4E  STEWART 


was  born  in  Tyrone  comity,  Ireland,   the  15th  day  of  May,  1821,   and  died  at 
his  residence  in  Dublin,  Va.,  November  27th,  1891. 

His  parents  imigrated  to  America  when  he  was  yet  an  infant  and  located   i 
in  (riles  county,  Va. 

Here  he  grew  to  manhood  among  the  mountains  and  streams,  where  his 
poetic  mind  ana  heart  feasted  on  the  rarest  beauties  of  nature  in  all  her 
loveliness.  Here  he  became  acquainted,  while  he  was  yet  a  boy,  with  the 
Methodist  preachers  of  that  day,  whose  heroic,  self-sacrificing  and  Godly 
lives  were  the  best  commentary  on  the  gospel  they  preached.  Here  his  ten- 
der, boyish  heart  was  impressed  with  the  awful  responsibilities  of  life,  ren- 
dered all  the  more  awful  by  the  solemn  realities  of  death  and  judgment  as 
these,  as  realities  were  presented  by  these  earnest  men  of  Grod. 

By  His  blessing  on  their  preaching  George  Stewart  was  happily  conver-  r 
ted  Aug.  7,  L841.  It  was  John  M.  Crissmond,  of  precious  memory,  himself 
a  weeping  prophet,  who  quoted  the  words  of  Jeremiah,  ,lYe  shall  seek  me 
and  find  me  when  ye  shall  search  for  me  with  all  your  heart."  It  was  Criss- 
mond who  added,  "By  grace  the  time  is  with  yon.'"  These  words  seem  to 
have  so  impressed  the  mind  and  heart  of  Hro.  Stewart  that  he  at  once  be- 
came oblivious  to  every  other  desire,  hope  or  purpose,  but  to  find  Him  of 
whom  for  two  years  he  had  been  crying,  t-()  that  1  knew  where  I  might  find 
Him,  that  I  might  come  even  to  His  seat.  I  would  order  my  cause  before 
Him  And  till  my  month  with  arguments.'*  He  found  Him,  but  when  he 
found  Him  his  arguments  were  turned  to  praise  and  thanksgiving.  In  less 
than  two  years  he  was  an  exhorter,  supplying  the  place  of  the  preachers  in 
such  places  as  the  pastor  could  not  reach,  and  in  this  important  office  his 
labors  were  abundant,  and  abundantly  were  they  blessed. 

The  23d  day  of  January,  1847,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel." 
For  two  years  in  the  out  of  the  way  places  hislabors  were  successful.  In 
his  own  language,   "The  word  of  the  Lord  was  mighty  and  prevailed. 

Being  employed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  in  184!)  he  traveled  the  Princei 
ton  circuit  as  junior  supply.  In  the  year  1849-50  he  served,  still  as  a  supply] 
the  Pearisburg  circuit.  Many  were  the  seals  to  his  ministry,  and  among 
them  that  wonderfully  eloquent  prodigy  of  the  American  pulpit,  Win.  E. 
Munsey.  1  have  heard  Munsey  speak  with  deep  affection  for  Grep.  Stewart 
as  his  spiritual  father.  In  October,  1850,  he  was  again  appointed  as  supply 
on  the  Princeton  circuit,  and  in  the  fall  of  1851  he  was  received  on  trial  at] 
the  session  of  the  Holston  Conference  at  Athens,  Tenn.,  and  was  again  ap- 
pointed to  Pearisburg  circuit. 

In    L852    he    was    sent    to    Jeffersonville    circuit.      Here    his    health    and! 
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strength  gave  way,  and  in  1853,  thinking  the  days  of  his  efficiency  were 
passed,  he  was  discontinued  at  his  own  request.  But  in  two  years  of  rest 
his  health  was  restored  and  he  was  again  received,  and  appointed  to  the 
Newbern  circuit.  The  next  two  years  he  is  again  on  Pearisburg  circuit. 
In  1858  he  was  once  more  appointed  to  Newbern  circuit.  In  1859  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Princeton  circuit :  in  I860  to  the  Wytheyille  circuit,  to  which 
he  was  returned  in  1861.  He  was,  in  1862.  sent  to  Marion  ;  in  1863  to  Abing- 
don circuit,  to  which  he  was  returned  in  1864.  In  i860  he  was  granted  a  su- 
pernumerary relation,  and  appointed  to  Abingdon  circuit  with  John  M. 
Crissmond  as  preacher  in  charge.  In  1866  he  was  made  Presiding  Elder  of 
the  Knoxville  district,  serving  two  years.  After  this  he  served  the  Morris- 
town  station,  the  Jonesboro  district,  the  Jeffersonville  district  ;  one  year 
more  on  the  Jonesboro,  then  the  Newbern  and  Staff ordsville  and  other  cir- 
cuits in  Va.,  and  finally  the  Pulaski  City  station,  which  was  his  last  field 
of  active  labor.  Wherever  lie  went  his  labors  were  blessed.  His  sermons 
were  able  expositions  of  Divine  truth,  and  powerful  and  successful  appeals 
to  lost  men  to  accept  that  truth.  Many  of  his  spiritual  children  entered 
into  rest  before  him,  and  were  doubtless  glad  to  greet,  when,  on  the  27th  of 
last  November  he  bade  farewell  to  earth  and  was  received,  we  have  not  a 
doubt,  into  the  mansions  of  the  blessed. 

In  early  life  Bro.  Stewart  was  married  to  Miss  Jane  Johnston,  of  Giles 
county,  with  whom  he  lived  in  joyous  wedded  bliss  for  more  than  two  score 
years.  This  marriage  was  blessed  with  four  children,  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,  all  of  whom  went  on  before  him.  His  ay,ed  and  afflicted  widow, 
his  two  grand  children  and  his  son-in-law,  John  I,.  M.  French,  whom  he 
loved  as  his  own,  have  large  claims  on  our  sympathy  and  prayers,  which 
we  will  never  fail  to  recognize  and  honor. 

Earnest,  devoted,  consecrated,  faithful  and  prayerful  George  Stewart 
was  ready  when  the  summons  came. 

"  Hut  love  will  dream  and  faith  will  trust 

Since  He  who  knows  our  need  is  just. 

That  somehow,  somewhere  meet  we  must. 

Alas  for  him  who  never  see 

The  stars  shine  through  his  cypress  trees, 

Who,  hopeless  lays  his  dead  away 

Nor  looks  to  see  the  breaking  da}7, 

Across  the  mournful  marble  play. 

Who  has  not  learned  in  hours  of  faith

ANDREW  J.    FRAZIER 

wis  born  in  Giles  county,  Va.,  fifty  six  years  ago  dating  from  April.  '2'?,  1892. 
Giles  county  has  turned   out  many    preachers,  some  of  them  very  illus- 
trious,   manv    useful.     Among  the    useful    none   more  so  than  A.  J.  Frazier. 
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"•He   was,'1    writes   one,    "a   good,    strong',    heroic   man  full  of   good   works 
which  were  approved  of  God."' 

He  was  born  of  sturdy  stock,  in  humble  circumstances.  Having  that 
advantage  he  underwent  the  toil  that  developed  a  strong  sy metrical  body. 
How  straight  he  was  ;  how  elastic  and  swift  his  step  !  Beyond  the  advant- 
ages of  a  common  country  school  he  had  no  scholastic  training,  but  he  had 
that  without  which  the  most  liberal  learning  will  not  suffice — sterling  com- 
mon sense.  Another  advantage  he  had,  a  deeply  pious  Christian  mother. 
It  was  of  her  he  spoke,  we  think,  when  nearing  the  other  shore  he  shouted 
''Alleluia!     I  see  her  I" 

He  was  converted  at  Wabash  camp  ground  at  the  age  of  twenty  two. 
Two  years  after  he  obtained  license  to  preach. 

In  October,  I860-,  at  Ashevillle,  N.  C,  he  was  admitted  on  trail  in  the 
traveling  connection.  His  first  work  was  Rheatown  circuit,  a  junior  under 
J.  M.  Crissmond.  He  served  other  charges  in  the  following  order  :  1861, 
Hillsville  circuit,  1862  Jacksboro,  1868  Wytheville,  1864  Bristol,  1865-6-7  Leb- 
anon, 1868-9  Jefferson ville,  Rheatown  again  in  1870-71,  Cleveland  1872.  In 
1873  he  was  made  Presiding  Elder  and  traveled  the  Asheville  district  four 
years.  In  187T  he  went  to  the  Jeffersonville  district  and  remained  there 
four  years. 

In  1881-2-3-4  he  was  on  Emory  circuir;  in  1885-6  on  Cleveland  station. 
He  then  traveled  Chattanooga  district  two  years.  He  came  to  the  Knox- 
yille  district  in  1889  and  was  its-efficient  head  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
was  ordained  deacon  at  Athens,  Tenu..  in  1862  by  Bishop  Early  and  elder, 
by  the  same,  at  Marion,  Va.,  in  1865. 

On  September  28, 1864,  he  married  near  Wytheville,  Va.,  Josie,  daughter 
of  Asa  Brown.  He  was  devoted  to  his  wife  and  was  more  indebted  to  her 
faith  and  purity,  as  a  Methodist  preacher,  than  any  one,  save  Glod,  can 
know. 

Speaking  of  him  as  to  equipment  as  a  preacher  it  would  be  hard  to  de- 
fine what  was  his  strongest  element.  His  voice  was  strong  without  harsh- 
ness ;  his  gestures  quick  and  often  admirable  ;  his  postures  easy  and  grace- 
ful, and  his  utterances  torrent-like  in  his  impetousity.  In  his  selection  of 
themes  he  sought  those  meeting  the  exigencies  of  the  hoar.  In  exhortation 
he  was  transcendent!  y  fine — without  a  superior  in  the  Conference. 

When  we  speak  of  his  prayers,  many  will  say,  "Prayer  was  his  fort/' 
He  was  powerful  in  prayer.  What  fluency,  forever,  faith  !  At  times,  when 
the  Spirit  was  helpfully  present  and  seeking;  utterance  through  his  iips,  it 
was  as  if  heaven  and  earth  had  met. 

But  after  all,  perhaps,  his  finest  gifts  were  those  of  an  organizer  and 
church  builder ;  gifts  always  essential  to  the  leadership  in  the  Methodist 
ministry.  In  his  later  years  he  built  the  fine  district  parsonages  for  the 
Knoxville  and  Cnattanooga  districts,  one  at  Fountain  City,  the  other  at  St. 
Elmo.  Hut  he  did  more.  He  has  left  substantial  monuments  of  his  skill 
and  industry  all  over  the  territory  he  traversed. 
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He  died  at  home  in  the  midst  of  his  family— wife,  children,  his  preacher 
brother,  his  pastor,  and  another  disciple  who  asked  the  dying  man,  "Is 
Jesus  still  precious'/**  and  received  the  answer,  ltO  yes,  but  I  want  you  to 
pray  our  Heavenly  Father  to  forgive  all  our  imperfections/'' 

Everything  that  love  could  do  was  done,  but  inspite  of  his  great  vitality, 
inspite  of  his  great*  fight    for  life — the  like  of  which  is  rarely  seen — inspite 
of  the  prayers  of  church  and  family,    inspite  of  medical  skill,    subtle  blood 
poison  got  in  its  death  blows  and  he  fell  asleep. 

How  beautiful  it  is  for  man  to  die  upon  the  walls  of  Zion — to  be  called 
like  a  watch  worn  and  weary  sentinel  to  lay  his  armor  off  and  rest— in 
Heaven.  W.  W.  Hicks. 


THOMAS  JEFFERSOX  POPE. 

The  subject  of  this  brief  notice  was  born  in  Wythe  county,  Va.,  June  28th, 
1817,  and  died  at  Vernon,  Texas,  July  12th,  1892. 

He  was  converted  in  1853  and  joined  the  Holston  Conference  at  Cleve- 
land, Tenn.,  in  1854.  There  was  but  a  short  interval  between  his  conver- 
sion and  his  entrance  upon  his* ministerial  life  work. 

He  was  appointed  in  1854  to  the  Cleveland  circuit,  in  1855  to  Eats  Knox- 
ville  station,  and  in  1856  to  Jonesboro  station.  It  appears  that  he  resigned 
this  charge  on  account  ill  health,  but  was  subsequently  employed  on  the 
Mary ville  circuit.  In  1857  he  was  sent  to  the  Madisonville  circuit ;  in  1858 
to  Dandridge  circuit,  and  1859  to. Athens  station.  Soon  after  this  the  war 
came  on  and  of  his  movements  during  that  period  we  have  no  information. 

It  appears  that  he  was  married  to  a  Miss  Sarah  J.  Baynal,  of  Wythe 
county,  Va.,  in  180(5.  He  subsequently  traveled  the  Weaverville  and  Bre- 
vard  circuits,  also  the  Franklin  district,    all  in  North  Carolina. 

In  1875  lie  was  superannuated  and  moved  to  Bland  county,  Va.  In  1885 
he  moved  to  Missouri,  and  thence  to  Honey  Grove,  Texas,  and  thence  to 
Vernon,  Texas,  where  he  ended  his  life  in  a  lit  of  insanity. 

Bro.  Pope  was  a  portly  man  physically,  and  possessed  a  strong  mind, 
incisive  and  logical  in  its  methods.  He  was  well  read  in  the  Literature  of 
his  day.  As  a  preacher  he  was  instructive  and  at  times  forcible.  He  was 
fluent  writer  on  themes  with  which  he  was  familar. 

He  leaves  a  wife  and  three  children.  A  daughter  married  a  memberof 
one  of  the  Texas  Conferences. 

For  many  years  Bro.  Pope  suffered  greatly  from  dyspepsia.  This, 
doubtless,  affected  his  mind  and  beclouded  his  last  days.  His  troubles  are 
ended  and  he  rests  from  his  labors.     We  expect  to  meet  Bro.  Pope  in  heaven.

WM.   W.   WITCH ER 
Jefferson   county.    Tenn.,    in  1825;  went    with    his   parents   to 
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Bradley  caunty  in  1836 ;  was  converted  and  joined  the  M.  E.  Church  South 
in  his  sixteenth  year ;  entered  the  Holston  Conference  in  1849  ;  traveled 
here  till  1858  ;  then  was  transfered  to  Texas  Conference  by  Bishop  Early. 
Here  he  labored  nine  years  on  stations  and  districts  ;  was  transferred  to  the 
Tennessee  Conference  by  Bishop  McTyeire  in  1867,  where  he  remained  nine- 
teen years.  Here  in  1869  he  married  Mary  J.  Crissmond*  a  most  estimable 
Christian  woman. 

He  came  back  to  the  Holston  Conference  five  years  ago  by  transfer.  At 
our  Conference  in.Morristown  in  1889  he  took  a  superannuated  relation,  but 
was  employed  that  year  on  the  Lookout  station,  and  his  Presiding  Elder, 
Bro.  Carroll  says  did  most  excellent  service,  developing  a  difficult  work  with 
great  success. 

At  Chattanooga  last  October  he  was  "made  effective'1  and  appointed 
to  the  Hamilton  station.  He  entered  upon  his  work  promptly  and  was 
efficient  and  faithful.  Here  his  long  and  useful  life  ended.  He  died  at 
Retro  on  the  Cincinnati  railroad,  some  25  miles  from  Chattanooga,  March 
8th,  1892,  in  great  peace. 

His  wife  and  only  son,  Maurus,  a  lad  of  fourteen  years,  were  with  him 
in  his  last  hours. 

From  1849  to  1892,  forty-three  years,  he  went  in  and  out  before  the  peo- 
ple, an  humble,  kind,  faithful  servant  of  God  and  the  church.  He  was  not 
what  is  generally  styled  a  great  preacher,  but  used  the  talents  bestowed  in 
leading  many  souls  to  Christ,  and  in  building  up  the  waste  places  of  Zion. 
His  record  is  on  high  and  will  stand  when  the  judgment  fires  are  burning. 
We  buried  him  at  Cleveland,  Tenn.,  among  the  friends  of  his  youth,  close 
by  the  side  of  the  immortal  John  Hennager.  What  a  day  that  will  be 
when  they  awake  !

MARY  W.   SULLINS. 


Among  the  beautiful,  cultured  Christian  young  women  who  adorned 
the  social  and  religious  circles  of  the  city  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  back  in  the 
forties,  none  surpassed  the  charming  Mary  W.  Rogers,  daughter  of  Judge 
Rogers,  of  East  Main  St 

She  was  born  there  April  16th,  1821,  when  Knoxville  was  no  more  than 
the  largest  village  on  historic  Holston,  and  three  years  before  there  was  any 
Holston  Conference.  She  was  converted  in  early  life  and  joined  the  Meth- 
odist church.  In  1846  she  was  engaged  to  the  late  Timothy  Sullins  of  this 
Conference,  at  that  time,  perhaps,  without  a  superior  among  the  young 
men  of  the  Conference,  in  personal  appearance,  social  qualities,  preaching 
power  and  popularity. 


&EORGHE    W.   MILES 

was  born  in  Grainger  county.  Term.,  Jan.  27,  1829.  His  parents  were  in- 
clined to  be  Baptists.  An  apparently  trivial  incident,  however,  was  the 
occasion  of*  their  becoming  Methodists.  Before  reaching  his  majority,  Bro. 
Miles  was  converted  and  joined  the  Church.  On  Dec.  23,  1851,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Rebecca  Austin.  Naturally  fond  of  public  life  he  early  formed 
the  purpose  of  practicing- law.  But  Divine  Providence  had  other  ends  in 
view  for  him.  After  much  struggling  he  yielded  to  the  solicitations  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  consented  to  become  an  itinerant  preacher.  He  was  re- 
ceived on  trial  into  the  Holston  Conference,  which  met  at  Jonesboro,  Tenn., 
in  1854 — a  session  which  is  memorable  in  the  hearts  of  some  of  our  older 
brothren  for  the  great  sermons  that  were  preached  by  James  Atkins  and  Dr. 
A.  R.  Erwin.  From  the  very  beginning  it  was  evident  that  Bro.  Miles  had 
found  his  vocation.  He  adjusted  himself  to  all  its  requirements,  and  threw 
his  whole  soul  into  the  work  which  it  demanded  at  his  hands.  During  his 
entire  life  there  was  a  slight  impediment  in  his  public  utterance ;  but  this 
did  not  hinder  him  from  being  an  instructive,  edifying  and  comforting 
preacher.  At  times  he  was  very  pathetic.  On  more  than  one  occasion  the 
writer  of  this  memoir  has  seen  audiences  quite  overcome  by  devout  feeling. 
Y  more  diligent  pastor  never  lived.  He  might  have  sat  for  the  picture  of 
Chaucer's  good  parson. 

Wide  was  his  parish,  the  houses  far  asunder  : 
But  he  never  stopped  not  for  no  rain  nor  thunder. 
In  sickness  and  in  mischief  to  visit 
The  farthest  in  his  parish,  much  and  lit. 

Every  interest  of  the  Church  received  full  attention  at  his  hands.  He  was 
the  steady  friend  of  missions  and  education,  labored  always  to  spread  re- 
ligious literature,  and  missed  no  chance  to  do  good.  Great  revivals  followed 
his  labors.  He  has  spiritual  children  in  every  part  of  ihe  Holston  Confer- 
ence. 

First  and  last  he  tilled  circuits,  stations  and  districts,  and  succeeded 
well  in  them  all.  But  it  was  as  a  Presiding  Elder  that  his  gifts  show  most 
conspicuously.  For  the  quadrenninm  following  he  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Jonesboro  district.  That  period  of  his  life  belongs  rightly  to  the  chapter 
of  heroisms.  In  the  face  of  almost  impossible  difficulties  he  went  steadily 
forward,  reorganizing  the  scattered  societies,  hunting  up  the  wandering 
sheep,  and  laying'  himself  out  to  the  uttermost  for  the  glory  of  Gfod  and 
the  advancement  of  Southern  Methodism.  Of  his  immense  labors,  his  con- 
stant self  denials,  his  unswerving  courage,  we  may  not  here  speakat  large. 
It  is  only  the  truth  to  say,  however,  that  for  many  months  his  life  was  in 
danger,  and  that  he  endered  persecutions  compared  with  which  death  itself 
would  have  been  easy  and  sweet.  His  devotion  to  the  Church  of  his  choice 
was  a  passion.  He  had  surrendered  himself  absolutely  to  her  service,  and 
he  never  recalled  the  gift. 

Asa  Presiding  Elder  he  was    not   merely  a  persistent    worker,  but  a  eon- 


summate  organizer.  He  knew  how  to  put  other  people  to  work,  and  keep 
them  at  it.  Every  district  that  he  traveled  felt  the  touch  of  his  hand,  and 
inoyed  up.  One  characteristic  of  hiui  was  his  far-sightedness.  He  looked 
to  the  future  and  planned  for  the  coming  years.  Another  thing  worthy  of 
note  was  his  interest  in  young  men  who  were  just  entering  the  ministry.  He 
hunted  them  out,  counseled  them,  and  had  the  rare  gift  of  encouraging  and 
stimulating  them  in  their  labors. 

His  married  life  was  very  beautiful.  It  detracts  nothing  from  what  is 
due  to  him  to  say  that  but  for  the  faithful  assistance  of  his  wife,  who  was 
a  wise,  strong,  and  godly  woman,  he  could  not  have  wrought  as  he  did.  Her 
death,  Oct.  21,  1888,  was  the  severest  of  strokes  to  him,  and  he  never  recov- 
ered from  it.  The  family  which  this  worthy  couple  reared  is  the  best  eulogy 
upon  their  lives.  By  what  magical  art  of  financiering  they  managed  to  give 
a  college  education  to  eight  children  on  a  salary  that  never  reached  $1000 
per  year,  and  that  probably  did  not  average  more  than  $500,  we  cannot  say. 

The  last  pastoral  charge  that  Bro.  Miles  served  was  Marion  station. 
Though  in  extreme  feebleness  he  carried  the- tasks  committed  to  him  to  a 
happy  coi:  '  initiation.  It  was  a  year  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  ;  and  as  the  veteran  retired  from  the  field  on  which  he  had  fought  so 
many  battles,  his  ears  were  greeted  with  the  shouts  of  new  victories. 

For  the  last  three  years  he  was  on  the  superannuated  or  supernumery 
roll,  waiting  the  end.  At  times  there  were  hopes  of  restoration,  but  all 
these  proved  delusive.  Through  all  he  neither  murmured  nor  complained. 
His  confidence  in  God  grew  stronger,  and  no  clouds  obscured  his  sky.  Of- 
tentimes in  the  night  warcbes,  he  could  be  heard  singing  to  himself  the 
glorious  hymns  which  he  had  so  long  led  the  hosts  of  our  Methodism  in 
singing  in  the  great  congregation.  He  was  ready  to  say  Nunc  dimittis.  His, 
children  were  all  grown,  educated,  and  established  in  life.  They  all,  more- 
over, felt  for  him  the  most  reverent  veneration.  His  friends  sent  him  con- 
stant messages  of  love.  The  wife  of  his  youth  had  gone  before.  Why 
should  he  hesitate  to  cross  the  flood  ?  He  died  at  Bristol,  Tenn.,  Sept.  16, 
1S1)'2.      Farewell,  dear  brother,  till  we  meet  again  behind  the  veil.

L 
played  and  hunted  along  the  banks  of  the  beautiful  French  Broad,  an 
often  bathed  in  its  pure  bright  waters.  The  Huffaker  home  was  among  tl 
foremost  in  the  picturesque  mountain  section  in  which  it  was  situated,  i 
intelligence,  refinement  and  piety.  A  large  family  of  children  was  raise  I 
under  conditions  the  very  best  for  enjoying  life  and  developing  good  chara<, 
ter.  It  was  a  happy  home,  and  from  it  the  children  went  forth  to  bless  th 
world. 

James  grew  to  manhood  with  a  noble  aspiration  for  high  achievement 
While  at  school  at  New  Market  where  he  was  being  educated  with  a  view  t 
the  profession  of  law,  he  was  converted  to  God.     He  immediately  felt  calle< 
of  God  to  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry.     After  a  hard  mental  struggl 
he  yielded  and  set  about  preparing  for  the  work.     In  1848  at  a  Conference 
held  by  Bishop  Paine  at  Knoxville,  Tenn.,   he  was  admitted  into  the  trave 
ling  connection.     His  classmates  were  Jas.  A.  Reagan,  Wiley  W.  Neal,  Wm 
M.  Kerr,  Larkin  W.  Crouch,    Wm.  H.  Bates,  Wm.  T.  McDowel  and  Richan 
D.Wells.     He  was  faithful   to  his  ministerial  vows  and  made  full  proof  01 
his   ministry  till  disabled  by  years  and  affliction,    when  he  was  placed  on 
the  superannuated  list.     After  this   he   preached  as  his  strength   enabled 
him.     Just  a  few  days  before  his  death  he   preached   near   his   home  a  most 
impressive  sermon. 

In  1855  he  was  married  to  Miss  Sallie  J.  Ripley.  His  wife  preceded  him, 
a  short  time,  to  the  heavenly  world.  After  his  wife's  death  he  seemed  to 
let  go  his  hold  on  this  world.  While  under  the  shadow  of  this  great  grief 
he  wrote  to  his  daughter  :  "When  the  sun  breaks  out  again  it  will  be 
through  a  rift  in  the  clouds  low  down  in  the  west.  I  shall  look  upon  it  once 
more  and  be  happy,  not  because  it  will  gild  these  old  mountains,  but  be- 
cause it  will  shine  out  and  bring  into  glorious  light  the  Highlands  of  Heav- 
en, the  city  of  the  New  Jerusalem.' ' 

The  sun  that  never  sets  has  broken  on  the  glad  vision  of  our  glorified 
brother,  and  the  union  that  brought  so  much  comfort  and  happiness  amid 
the  changeful  scenes  of  this  life,  has  been  renewed  under  conditions  of  per- 
fect felicity  never  to  be  broken  again.

She  was  married  to  Rev.  R.  M.  Hickey,  of 

l-olston  Conference,    Sept.   28,    1870,   and  the  fruit  of  this  marriage  was  two 

ons  and  two   daughters,   all  of  whom  survive  her.     She  had  long  been  the 

ictim  of  pulmonary  disease,   against  which  she  waged  battle  with  varying 

tope  and  dispair.     Her  death,  though  long  anticipated,  was  a  terrible  blow 

ipon  the  stricken  husband  and  children. 

Sister  Hickey  was  a  woman  of  intellect  and  of  good  general  informa- 
;ion.  As  a  business  woman  she  was  energetic  and  successful.  She  was  a 
veeper  at  home,  attended  conscientiously  to  her  own  affairs,  and  did  not 
neddle  in  any  improper  sense  in  the  affairs  of  others.  She  was  a  lover  of 
peace  and  constantly  manifested  the  amiable  desire  to  possess  and  retain 
the  good  will  of  her  neighbors.  She  was  eminently  characterized  by  pru- 
dence, united  with  honesty  and  impartiality.  So  far  as  I  know  she  had  no 
enemies,  and  her  acquaintances  uniformly  spoke  well  of  her  ;  but  her  immu- 
nity from  defamation  did  not  grow  out  of  negativeness  in  her  character  ; 
for  she  had  well  settled  convictions  and  the  courage  of  them,  and  the  nat- 
ural result  of  each  convictions — decision.  She  was  perfectly  self-sacrificing 
— a  trait  that  especially  improved  itself  upon  the  minds  of  her  children. 
Though  she  did  not  let  her  left  hand  know  what  her  right  hand  did,  her 
uniform  and  systematic  liberality  to  the  poor  could  not  be  concealed,  and 
she  built  her  monument  in  their  affections  and  grateful  remembrance.  She 
was  not  a  doubting  Christain.  Her  faith  in  Christ  Avas  child-like,  simple 
and  unadultered. 

In  her  religion  she  was  not  demonstrative,  and  spoke  but  little  of  her 
experience  ;  but  a  spotless  life  betokened  the  strength  of  her  faith,  and  a 
deep  undertone  of  prayer  and  consecration  to  Grod.  It  is  scarcely  possible 
to  bestow  upon  any  woman  a  higher  eulogy  than  can  be  truthfully  pro- 
nounced upon  Sister  Hickey,  namely,  that  she  was  a  good  preacher's  wife. 
Intimately  identified  with  a  man  called  to  the  high  and  responsible  office  of 
the  Christian  ministry,  she  knew  her  place  and  the  proprieties  of  her  posi- 
tion, and  she  hindered  not  but  helped  her  Godly  companion  in  the  discharge 
of  his  sacred  trusts.  The  sweet  image  of  this  good  woman  lingers  like  a  de- 
lightful aroma  in  the  family,  the  church  and  the  community.
